SEAWATER QUESTION. 


Speaking at the Rotary Club 
tiffin yesterday, Dr. E. P. Minett, 
of the ‘Bacteriological .. Institute, 
apoke on  Hongkong's water 
supply, dealing With the source of 
supply, its: collection, filtration, 
reservoir capacitics, consumption 
and purification, in the course of 
which he pointed out the difficulty 
was not that enough rain did not 
fall in Hongkong, but that most of 
ft could not be collected. 5 

The Chairman,, Sir William 
Hornell welcomed Rotarian George 
8. Parker, President of the Parker 
Pen Company, of Jancaville, Wis- 
condin, U.S.A., and Past-President 
of the Janesville Rotary — Club: 
Professor J. Huizinga, Professor 
of History in the University of 
Leyden, and President of the Royal 
Academy of Sefences jin the 
Netherlanda; Mr. R. D. Arnold. 
Yunnanfu, and Mr. Now, Singa- 
pore; and three new loval mem- 
bers, Rotarinn F. Mason, Rotarian

After Mr, Parker had thanked 
them for their hospitality, paid a 
tribute to the Rotarian aspirit,.and 
reminded them that they could do 
quite a lot of good with a Rotary 
Club, Dr. E. P. Minett’ spoke on 
“The Water Supply of Hongkong.’ 

He said:—The water supplies of 
Hongkong ns revards fresh water 
can be summed up in the one 
word “rain,” ax whether you get 
it from the tap or draw it up from 
well the original source is the 
sume. The following factors In- 
fluonce the rainfall here:—Situa- 
tion, Lat. 20° N. Long. 114° E. 
Temperature, averages 72° F., 
ranging from 59° F. in February to 
82° F. in July. Extremea of 32” 
F. and 97° F. have been recorded. 
Iumidity is affected by the tem- 
perature. The average | is about 
77 per cent. of saturation, ranging 
from 66 per cent. in November to 
84 per cent, in April. A minimum 
of 4 per cent has been recorded 
and complete saturation 100 per 
vent $a of fairly. frequent oecur- 


rence. 
The Source. 

The average rainfall is 85.7 
inches per annum. The Jowest re- 
corded was 45.8 inches, and 
nighest, 119.7 inches, This com- 
pared very favourably with Groat 
Britain; 30 to 40 inches. The 
rainy season is supposed to extend 
trom May to September, necessitat- 
ing about seven months storage. 
Usually June, July and August are 
the three wettest months, with 
about 16 inches ench, This rain- 
full is lurgely uffected by the 
sprescnce or absence of typhoons. 
One inch of rain falling on an acre 
of-Innd represents 22,617 gallons. 

_ Reservoirs, 

The eatechment area’ on” the 
Island is 3,278 arens, and on the 
mainland - for Kowloon reservoir, 
4.270 acres. We have no natural 
reservoirs such as lakes or rivers 
and as the Island is simply a 
granite cone, reservoirs have to be 
specially constructed at great cx- 
pense. They are Tytam, Wong 
Nei Chonp, Aberdeen, Pokfulum, 
Shaukiwnn and Chai Wan, with 
two lirge reservoirs on the Kow- 
loon sides Water received into 
these reservoirs is very soft, the 
average hardness being 2.5 parts 
per 100,000, excellent for drink- 
ing, laundry, and trade purposes, 
but slightly deficient in lime. 

The quality, as regards pollu- 
tion, of the raw water, varices with 
the season of the yeu.

Average consumption in Hong- 
kong in 10,5 million gallona per 
day, taking the population of 
Hongkong ag 435,000.

fona per head per day. Kowloon 
consumes 4 million gallons. pet 
day, and with an estimated popu- 
lation of 176,000 this equals an 
average consumption of 21 gallons 
per hend per day. These figures 
apply only to the water delivered 
from Gevernment moins and does 
not include the number of private 
wells used for flushing purposes 
in various residences. 


Filtration. 


- Filtration (is carried out In 
Hongkong by eight filter beds, ar- 
ranged along the hillaide and sup- 
plied with water from the reser- 
voirs by means of an aqueduct, 
These filter beds are all connect- 
ed so that water can be drawn 
into the beds from any of the ro- 
servoira. Tho newer filters are 
very up-to-date, being on the Pat. 
terson rapid gravity system, and 
give first class water. The 
quality. of the filtered water fs de- 
pendent on the rate of filtration, 
and in a lesser degree, upon the 
raw water, which varies ¢nor- 
moualv and that has to be careful- 
ly watched. For some unknown ren. 
son the raw water on the Kowloon 
aide ia nearly always superior to 
that of Hongkong. All filter beda 
are examined both chemically and 
bacteriologically weekly. The fil- 
tera are adjusted according to the 
trangparency of the water, which 
varies from 4 centimetres fo over 
100 centimetres, necessitating o 
constant change in the clarifying 
charge. Chlorination ia ‘carried 
out after filtration and before the 
water entera storage tanks and 
distributing: mains, It. is done 
with chlorine gas by menna of a 
Paterson Chloronome. The quan- 
tity used varles with the quality 
of the water, and ranges usually 
from a quarter part up to 1 part 
per million, This 1 about the 
anme doge as ix used in the Lon- 
don water supplics, probably one 
of the best in the world. There 
acems to be a popular belief that 
the purification of water by 
chlorine {s harmful. That fs not 
80, as the chlorine combines with 
the water and yives off oxygen. 
Typhoid bacilli cunnot live in thia 
water, but, -on the other hand. 
Inatances have ' been recorded 
where outhreaks of typhoid fever 
and other water-borne diseases, 
have followed when chlorination 
has been discontinued.

Government Tests.

A Bacterio- 
logist, ean detect one part of 
cewaye in a million with ease. 

Our water here is practically up 
to the London standard. Should 
n sample be below standard the 
water authority, is at once inform- 
ed and an further sample taken 
after investisation, All water re- 
ports-are forwarded {9 the Water 
Authority and the Hon. Director 
of Medical and Sanitary Services 
daily, : 

There are three private water 
supplica on the Island fitted with 
Bill's filters. One is examined by 
the Government  Bucteriologiat 
weekly and the others as request- 
ed. The filtered water is of excel- 
lent quality. ‘The chemical analy- 
sis shows total solids 3.6 to 1s 
parts per 199,000, Chiorine as 
chlorides 0.67 to 1.27. It is prac- 
tleally neutral in reaction.

BISHOP'S ADDRESS. 


An addreas on the challenge of 
‘tthe Lambeth Conference by the 
Bishop of Victoria, and an address 
on f aciontist’s approach to God 
by Mr. BE. A. Gaunt, of St. 
Stophen'y College, were features 
of the firat day of the Victorian 
Diocesin Conference, which ‘was 
held in the Cathedral Hall yeater- 
day afternoon, with the Bishop 

‘of Victoria In the chair, support- 
ed by.the Dean. Both. speeches 
were listencd to with great 
interest,’ a 

The Rev. N. lL. Watkins was 
elected sccretary, and, it was 
agreod that the treasurer of the 
V.D.MLA, should also act as 
treasurer for the conforence, in 
accordance with the procedure 
inid down, 


In reading the report, of the 
Executive Council, the Dean sald: 


Sinco the Inst Victoria Diocesan 
Conference the Executive Council 
has met twice—on December 4, 
1030, and Fobruary 11, 1981. 


At these mectings tho following 
matters were considered. (1) the 

. possibility of Church Extension 
‘in Kowloon; (2) tho bullding of 
a new St. Peter’s Church; (8) the 
Conference Budget for 1981; (4) 
arrangements for this Conference. | 


With regard to (1), aa the re- 
sult of conversations between tha 
Vicar of St, Andrew'a and tho 
Government, and conaideration by 
the Church of England Trustees 
and St. Andrew’s Church Council 
a letter was written to the Gov- 
ornment asking for the reserva- 
tion of a site fora church in 
Waterloo Road, Kowloon. No 
reply to’ this letter has been re- 

4 eelved to date. 


In connexion with (2) the Dean 
reported that there seemed to be 
a possibility of proceeding short- 
ly with the building of a new St. 
Peter's. ‘The Cathedral architects 
had reported that a church to 
Sir Herbert, Baker's plans could 
‘probably be built for not more 
than $60,000 the amount promised 
by Government, and a suitable 
‘site near St. Stephen's Girls’ 
College reemed likely to be avail- 
able. After discussion the Council 
asked that the St, Peter’s Sub- 
Council should give its views o 
the site suggested. : 


Erection of Church. 


Since this, meeting of the 
Council the ‘St. Peter's Sub- 
Council has emphatically voted 
for proceeding 28 s00n as) may 
be with tho erection of the 
church on the site proposed if, 
and as soon as, that site and the 
G6vernment grant are definitely 
The O.M.8, 
who now 

lense the Iand in question, have 

been shown the proposed Iny out 
of the church and it is hoped that 

n definite arrangement will soon 

be made which Will secure this 

site for the church. On the con- 
clusion of ‘such an arrangement 
the Government grant will be 
applied for, At its second mect- 
‘ ing the Exccutive Council agreed 
to leave the matter now In the 
hands of the Cathedral Church 

Council. When all enquiries have 

been completed tha decision to 

build will rest with them. 


The Conference Budget for 
1931, which was approved st the 
first meeting, had to be revised 
at tho next. In its amended form 
it will be presented to the Con- 
ference at to-morrow’s session.

The Bishop's Address, | 


The Bishop of Victoria then 
nddresse? the conforence 48 
followa: 

The subject on which Lam to 
nddresa you to-day  is—‘The 
Challenge of the Lambeth Con- 
ference’—the challenge — that 
comes from that Conference to ue 
as a Diocese. And more especial- 
ly to-day we must think of itr 
challenge to us as. a Colonial 
Church, for as you know our 
gathering represents primarily tho 
Church of England a{de of our 
work, though we are glad’to have 
nmong us as fraternal delegates 
two representatives of our Chinese 
Dioceann Synod. 

The Lambeth Conference meecta 
only once in ten years. We are, 
therefore, as Church people the 
more bound to conalder its de- 
cisions because they affect vitally 
the Anglican Church throughout 
the world, The next Lambeth 
Conference is not due to bo held 
til) 1940, and) how much — shall 
happen In the world, or in China, 
or In the life’ of any one of us 
between now and then, who shall 
say? 

I have seen {t suggested some- 
where, that the Lambeth Con- 
ference acts. our Church a ten 
years’ = programme. That, — of 
course, is not atrictly Its intention, 
but, undoubtedly, it, does serve to 
set prominently before the 
Anglican Church throughout the 
‘world certain matters. which are 
of outstanding importance. 

Let ux then proceed to consider 
how that. Conference of three 
hundred Bishops held fast summer 
in London may affect our work in 
this distant spot. = What is the 
special challenge that the Lam- 
beth Conference. has for us out 


here? 
A Challenge. 

The first challenge that comes 
to us is to consider afresh our idea 
of God. And this challenge comes 
to clergy and laity, to Christian 
and non-Christian alike, gbecause 
the whole nature of our iffe fa de. 
termined by our idea of what is 
ultimate; by our idea of God, 
“Tho supremo need of the world [sy 
to find some unifying principle 
which may give confidence to. tho 
soul of man,” so the first report of 
the Lambeth Cozference begins, 
and there ean be few who will 
doubt the accuracy of this state- 
ment. And then the claim fs made 
“The Christian Doctrine of God, 
in its full implications, when 
rightly understood, supplies the 
guidaneo which our perplexed 
generation so supremely needs.” 

What Is to be the apiritual forca 
which shall tench men the menn- 
ing of Ifo and evolve harmony 
and order from tho mental and 


‘moral chaos in which mankind is 


struggling? Here in this diocese 
are represented many erceds, and 
some who have been brought up in 
the Christlan tradition have dis- 
‘carded it, People havo every 
right to ask of ‘us who hold the 
Christian faith what Ils the Chris- 
tian doctrine of God, and how 
does it supply the guidance which 
our perplexed gencratior necds? 

The supreme question is—"What 
relation la thera between Jesus 
Christ who Hved In Palestine at a 
particular period and the Eternal 
God, Is he more than merely tho 
greatest in a. great company: of 
spiritunl leaders, is he in his own 
person very God?” 

I am not going to dwell further 
on this point aa wo have two 
speakers who will address us re-' 
apectively on “The Selentist’s 
Appronch to God," and: “The 
Christinn Conception of God.” 
But I cannot stress too strongly 
the pressing importance of this 
subject for all our work. And 
lest anyone should be tempted to 
hold an casy view us to what fs 
Involved let mo read you. some 
words of Dr. William Temple, 
Archbishop of York. “Our need is 
not’ so much to seo this doctrine 
or that doctrine further articu- 
lated ‘or freshly dofended; {t is 
to sce tho whole Chriatian vidw of 
tho world, of life and of God 
made good ogainst its only con- 
temporary rival” (that Is what 
may be called secular or scientific 
humanism with its self-dopandence 
and denial of God). “To do thia 
with any dogree of completencss,”

Obligation of Thinking. 


lf wo hore aro to respond to tho 
challenge that comes to us from 
the first report of the Lambeth 
Conference there must be o fresh 
insistence ‘on tha part of doth 
clergy ‘and laity of the obligation 
of thinking and learning as 
essential elements in the Christian 
Ufo, and wo must recognise equally 
that It is through tho development 
of their capacity for worship that 
men advance in thalr knowledge of 
God’s nature. ‘In worship | the 
spirlt of man enters Into com- 


munion with God; The-quality of. 


worship depends upon the iden of 
God which Ja in the mind of the 
worshipper, Though it often fg 
crowded ‘out“in our buay Ife yot 
there fs in man the Instinct for 
worship: he wants to adoro: how 
Is this instinct to find trio ex- 
pression? Above all we need to 
have ever before ua tho firat ro- 
aolution of the Lamboth Con- 
ference—“We ‘believe that the 
Christian Church Ia the reponitory 
and truatec of a Revelation of God, 
given by Himself, which all mem. 
bers of the Church ara bound to) 
transmit to others, and that every 
member of the Church, both 
elevical and Iny, is called to be,n 
channel through which the Divine 
Life flows for the quickenIng ,of 
all mankind." 

It may be fairly claimed that 
the first section of the Lambeth 
Report governs all the others,.but 
if there are any who think that 
thia section in too theological or 
philesophical for them Jet them 
turn to the second and they will 
find much food for practical 
thought. 

The second challenge that comea 
to ua is the challenge to consider 
afresh the Christian Moral Idenl, 
——more especially in its relation to 
Marriage and Sex, to Race; to 
Peace and War. 

Dean Inge has recently sald 
that the present revolt against 
traditional ethics is not based on 
any philosophy consciously held 
but rather on a collapse of all 
authority, which has left the pre- 
sent generation without any uni: 
versally accepted standards. No 
one who takes a large view af the 
world to-day can doubt that the 
Dean fa right. ° 

All sorts of views about mar- 
riage and sex are held and are 
being freely canvassed. Jt would 
have been cowardly if the Bishops 
had refused to face the problem, 


even though as someone has sald 


the section bearing on this subject 
does not conclude a moral issue 
but rather creates new conditiong 
under which moral insues have to 
he decided. . . . The task of 
building up ethical tenching in the 
new conditions will not be a short 
or easy one; and it will need co- 
operation and criticism from cvery 
helpful source. . 


Problems of Race. 


As regards Race, the adjustment 
of the relations between diferent 
races is one of the major problema 
of the present century, Tne 
characteristic feature of world 
politics nt tha present time = Is 
“nationalism.” = “Machiavelll’” it 
has been sald, “has, broadly speak- 


ing, ruled the political world from 
‘his own time till now. 


It came to 
be accepted ag even a platitude 
that the nation has nothing but 
its own welfare to consider, that 
the nation is a final end in. itsolf, 
with nothing beyond ‘it or above 
it which it might serve or for 
which {t could. exercise self sacri- 
fice.” : 
The principle for which we 
Christians have to stand is that 
there exists something wider and 
higher than the national — state 
which the national state exista to 
serve: it is the Kingdom of God, 
and practically ‘we must realise 
thut to be a Christian implies an 
entirely new attitude towards our 
fellow-men. : 
And as regards the problem of 
Peace und War, Bart Grey has 
truly said that “the most effective 


change would be that” nations]* 


should dislike cach other a little 
lers-and like each other a little 
more.” There has recently been 
established among usca League 
of Natlens Society. I think 
it is a plain duty of Christian 
people to do all they enn to sup- 
port the League of Nations for 
the Leaguo gives expression to thy 
sense of common Interest among 
the nations of the world. *

There are three things | want to 
any about Lambeth and the Unity 
of the Church: 

First, the quest that wa ore pur- 
suing Is that of the visible unity 
of the whole church of Christ— 
nothing less. 

Second. definite advance was 
made as to closer relationship be- 
tween the Anglican and tha Or- 
thodox Churches. | 

Thirdly, as regards  non-epls- 
copal Churches: I think. there 
was no going back whatover on 
Lambeth 1920 as somo hnve suR- 
gested. It is recognised that the 
experiment in South Indin.is being 
made In the hope of “achieving a 
union between episcopal and non- 
episcopal churches such as has 
never yot been effected” and in a 
resolution of the whole Conference 
“we ask the brothen of our com- 
munion to stand by our brethen In 
India, while they make tho experi- 
ment, with generous goodwill.” 

As regards ourselves here in 
thin diocese, the challenge that 
comes to us from Lambeth is that 
we shall take our part jn pursuing 
the quest of the visible unity of 
the whole Church of Christ, for 
however, Jong and dificult the way, 
we can be content with nothin 
less, and I trust that our brethren 
of other Communiong will join us 
in this quest, and in passing = 1 
would like to emphnasizo that the 
Conference adopted unanimously 
a'resolution in favour of efforts of 
Evangelism in co-operation with 
Christians of other Communions.

The Ministry of Women. 


A-further-challenge-that-comes 
to us and.one which profoundly 
affecta us in ao diocese such as 
this—more particularly-of course 
in our Chinese work—is tho 
challenge of the sacred ministry: 
and with this is closely connected 
the enll'“to welcome and uno to 
the full the ministry of women 
not only in tho pastoral work of 
the Church, but in ita teaching 
and worship.” I quote from the 
Encyclical letter. : 

One of the elght questions put 
to a Biahop at his Consecration in 
this; “WH you be faithful in 
Ordaining, . sending, or laying 
handa upon others?" No part of a 
Bishop’s work is more Important 
than this. ae 

Human life’can be dedicated to 
no higher service than that of the 
Sacred Ministry. When I was at 
Home last year I met two men now 
serving as clergymen whom I had 
known as laymen here. One had 
been a business mon, the other had 
served on tha staff of the 
University. There are two othera 
I can also think of. As regards 
the Chinese Church, the need for 
more men, and for the highest 
type of man, for tho miniatry is 
clamant. While I have been 
Bishop: an endowment fund for 
Chinese clergy has been started: 
it badly needa augmenting. 

As_regards waqmen’s service in 
the Church, I have this to say, 1 
nam well aware that there sro 
able women who are conscious of 
their vocation to tench Chris- 
tianity und of thelr capacity to 
fulfil thia vocation and who would 
welvome ‘exacting standards of 
training, who feel thet the Church 
is not rendy to give them, the 
weleome nnd opportunity it gives 
to men. Here in this diocese we 
owe much to the devotion of 
women workers, and ag Bishop T 
should welcome the careful con- 


sideration as to how the distine- | 


tive gifts and {deals of women 
may be the better used in the 
service of the Church, whether as 
ordained Deaconesses (which 
order the Lambeth Conference 
does not desire should be rogard- 
ed as the female equivalent of 
the existing Deacon, but as an 
order ani generia) or in other, 
waya, : :

‘With tho help of 8 pany 
of coolies these officors caused tha 
various route number, posts to bo 
shifted to thelr new positions, this 
boing accomplished in o little un- 
der an hour and, thanks to, the 
efficient manner in which thoy did 
the work, there was no dislocation 
of traffic. : 

The scheme’}s ‘a very simple 
once. On ‘leaving the ferry, one is 
now confronted with route num- 
ber posts extending to tho left, 
while on tho right, commoncing at 
the railway station extending .to 
the ferry entrance, thore isn rofs- 
ed footpnth. Buses arriving at 
the forry diacharge their passon- 
gers on to tho footpath and. pro- 
cocd towards the ricksha shed, 
turning to the right by their num- 
vered post, and proceeding across 
the vacant space to another post 
iso bearing thelr route number, 
close to the railway lines which run 
to the Kowloon yodowns. Hero they 
stop, facing the way they are to 
set off, and buses engaged on tho 
anme route fall in behind, 

Pasrengers leaving the ferry 
can ascertain which Hne of buses 
they wish to travel on by consult- 
ing the number posts nearest to 
the ferry. From right to left, on 
lenving. the ferry, the routes at 
present are as fallow:—No. 1, 
No, 6, Nog, 2 and 8, Nos, 7 and 12, 
Nos. 8 and 8a, No. 6 and No. 10.

Sir Alfred Ewing, 
firat three years of tho Great War 
was the mysterious “Brain of 
Room 40” tho department of the 
Admiralty dealing with .cnemy 
cyher, and was instrumental in 
enabling the Allies to ascertain 
the enemy’s plans before the battle 
of Jutland—Reuter- 

“TScholar, professor of engincer- 
ing science, ond famous os 
tho holder of the “best 
kopt secret of the war,” 
Sir Alfred Ewing was born 
in Scotland and educated at Edin- 
burgh University. After boing 
engaged In engineering for some 
years he was appointed professor 
of enginecring at Tokyo Univor- 
sity. Some yenrs lator he was 
appointed , Director of Naval 
Educatlon/and held that position 
when the war broke out. Ho was 
at once asked to undertake tho 
task ‘of dealing with the encmy’s 
cypher messages and the famous 
“Room 40” came into existence. 
It was no uncommon thing for 
Sir Alfre? and his staff to deal 
with 2 0 such  intoreepted 
message, n 24 hours.

| DOMINANCE OF PLANT 
LIFE IN TROPICS. 


__ 


“LANTERN LECTURE BY DR. 
G. AC. HERKLOTS. 


Illustrated “by 
prepare from photographs taken 
n the jungles of Java, Malaya and 
the Philippings, a lecture was 
given Inst night by Dr. G. A. CG. 
Herklota, at Union Church, Kow- 
loon. . 

Dr, Herkloty said: 

Tho | stranger «to the tropics 
always associates In his mind the 
tropics_iwith jungles a jungles 
with ravenous 
fs correct in his first impreasion 
but very far from correct in his 
second. In regions of the world 
where the temperature is high and 
the rainfall 80 or more inches & 
year plants grow at a most alarm: 
ing rate and to “a colossal size. 
These conditions hold for the equa- 
torial belt nnd result in the do- 
velopment of dense rain forest, A 
visttor to tropical jungle, unless ho 
is eapecinlly bent on acoing wild 
animals and ‘orders hls path ac- 
cordingly will probably see nothing 
larger than a monkey, and nothing 
flercer than a scorpion. 

Of course, there arc animals In 
almost every stretch of junvi-. 
tigers and leopards, elephant and 
tapir, deer and wild cnttle, but the 
avold man and are rarely scen cx 
cept by accident. No, the things 
to be fearcd nre the spiny rattans, 
the polsonous and stinging pinnta, 
and the small blood sucking parasi- 
tes. The visitor must protect aris 
self against these Jesser evils 
wearing npecial elothes, Sf he sleek 
no he can forget about guns and 
revolvers and the like. 

Khaki shirt with pockets, 
trousers, canvas boots und puttees, 
and an old topes form suitable 
clothing. A coat need not be worn 
hg one can move much. more freely 
without one, A haversne or tin 
yasculum for specimens, a camera 
and stand and a heavy knife or 
parang for hacking a way through 
the sometimes very dense under- 
growth, and one is ready, for the 
fray, . 

Kirst Impressions, 


In this short talk it is,of course 
impossible to describe any particu- 
ein fenture in detail. Ali I can do 
is to describe some of the outstand- 
ing features or in other words 
to record first impressions. With 
the exception of mangrove swamp 
jungle, whieh diflers’ considers 
ably from lowland and mountain 
forest, all types of tropical rain 
forest have many things in com- 
mon, These photographs were 
‘taken In Malaya, Java, and the 
Philippines during the last’ two 
years, 


The fewness of the very large 


there 
is perhaps but one giant to an ucre, 
but this is due to thelr enormous 
canopy. In Malaya I have seen 
these’ glant trees 160-220 feet in 
height with perhaps not a branch 
for the first 100 feet. Only at the 
edge of a jungle clearing 1s It pos- 
sible to photograph such a giant 
tree. 

The impenetrable nature of the 
undergrowth ‘is most striking and 
js due to tangled masses of vines, 
rattans, gingers, ferns and the 
roots of large trees. Cutting a 
path through this sort of stuff is 
extremely latiguing work. It jig 
necessary to blaze a trail otherwise. 
one can get lost extremly easily 
and within but a short distance of 


Jjthe base camp. 


Sometimes the Hanes present o 
most curious appearance. Here 15 
one like an immense drawn 0: 
apring. Here is a colossal loop 
connecting two trees which is com- 
parnble to an enormous steel rope 
made up of many twisted strands. 
These lianes are very strong . and 
one the thickness of a man’s thumb 
will bear a man’s weight cusily. 
The chief snag about swarming up 
such a Hane is that one cannot be 
certain that its apex is firmiy fixed 
to the branches perhaps 60 or 100 
fect above. Also such Hanes often 
serve a8 bridges for very flerce 
and large warrior ants!

TRAFFIC IN WOMEN.

THE LEAGUE commission

head. Unfortunately rattans are 
extremely difficult. to photograph 
and ag yet 1 have not managed to 
get any good pictures. 

+ Palms other than rattans often 
hinder one’s progress, ¢.g..Pinanga, 
Licuala and Onchésperma apccics. 
Some are very apiny and one 
species of Onchosperma has been 
called horrida for very obvious 
rensons, 

Climbing bamboos in the Philip- 
pine jalands often form very 
serious obstacles to progress but 
these are absent from Malaya and 
Java, or at least those regions 
where I have entered. 

On the sandy shores of Big Wave 
Hay, Shek O, Deep Water Bay, and 
other bays, are a number of plants 
called screw pines or ‘in Latin, 
Pandanus. These have _ relatives 
in) Malayan jungle which have 
leaves. with toothed edges as bar- 
barous as our native species. Some 
of these: relatives are . climbing 
plants and their saw like leaves 
hinng down ready te Iacerate the 
face of the unobservant botanist. 

The forest paths are always in- 
teresting. On their banks grow 
ferns closely related to the fern 
which we call Hongkong bracken, 8 
species of Gleichenia. Occasional- 
ly one is lucky enough to get a view 
of a group of tree ferns, perhaps 
the most beautiful of all jungle 
forms of life. Tree ferns are most 
ubundant in wet jungle high up on 
the mountain sides; I have seen 
them growing luxuriantly in 
Malaya, Java and the Phillppincs, 
palterent species’ but all very simi- 
ar, 

Jungle Giants, 


Jungle giants often have strango 
and complicated roots. Frequently 
they thicken considerably in two 
planes forming plank like struc- 
tures. I have seen 1 table top 
made from o portion of a single 
buttress root such as is shewn in 
these photographs. At other 
times, especially in the cnse of fig 
trees innumerable prop roots are 
Produced some of which grow 
straight down into. the-soil, others 
of which encircle tho trunk, Such’ 
a tree presents a very strange ap 
pearance. . 

Here, and there, while following 
a path along the sido of a nee 
mountain one js lucky enough. to 
get oa: magnificent view. Some- 
times mile after mile of multi- 
coloured forest canopy in thd val- 
leys and plaing below reminds one 
of a map with the counties marked 
out in varlous colours. At othor 
times the view {s of mile after milo 
of rubber plantations a dull drab 
monotonous green but with the sea 
in the distance. Perhaps it is 
evening and the view fs punctuated 
with the glow of fires from native 
eneampments or where jungle is 
being burnt. 

The slides shown by Dr, Herk- 
lots included the Rafflesia patma, o 
flower of the size of a cabbnge 
which looks ike, and smells of rot- 
ting flesh, two of the many apccics 
of pitcher plants (the Malays call 
them monkey-cups) which are 
found In the jungle. They 
inavetivorous and live partly on 
the anta and flies which enter the 
pitcher and-dic and nre digested 
thesein, :

AFTER SALE! 
GROSS ‘UNDER-VALUE. 


Remarkable allegations were 
made in an action concerning ‘a 
mortagnago to the Banque 
Franco-Chinois pour Le Com- 
merce et L’Industrie in order to 
gree an overdraft for Mr. W. 

. Pittendrigh, which was com- 
Menced in the Supreme Couft 
this morning, before .the Acting 
Chief ‘Justice: (Mr. Justice 
Wood), plaintiff .-alleging . that 
the property had been wrongly 
sold at a gross under-value by 
the Banque. ' ‘ 

Plnintiff is: Mra. Chu ‘Shuk, 
widow, of No. 121, Caine Road, 
and she sues’ the Banque for 
$42,000 damages. She alleges 
that by an indenture of mortgage, 
dated December 6, 1928, made 
between herself, Mr. W. M. Pit- 
tendrigh and defendant, she, as 
mortgagor, mortgaged to the de- 
fendant Banque Section “C"” of 
Marine Lot No. 68 for the purpose 
of obtaining banking facilities for 
Mr. Pittendrigh. 

Wrangfully Sold. 

She claims that the property 
war wrongfully sold by defen- 
dints as.mortyayees on Febriary 
18, 1930, for $24,000, and was 
ro-sold on March 7 for $42,000. 
In addition, 
necount from the mortgagecs of 
all dealings with the property, and 
such further relief as the Court 
may see’ fit to grant. : 

Mr. Eldon Potter, K.C., together 
with Mr, H. G. Sheldon, instruct- 
vd by Mr. D. L, Strellott, of 
Messrs, G. K.' Hall Brutton and 
Cormany, is for plaintiff, while 
Mr. F. C. Jenkin, instructed by 
Mr. H. J. Armstrong, of Messrs.

appointed her son-in-law, Dr. Sho 
Sun-tan, iis her agent for this pur-

Plaintiff's case was thot, in

*“Our client waa nmazed at this 
“information,” said Mr, Pottor, 
who continued that the liability 
due under the mortaxage was 
$21,681,99, the property being sold 
for $24,000, He pointed out ‘that 
when the letter demanding —in- 
terest. on Februiiry” 1° was” writ- 
ten, the property had already been 
sold on February 8, five days pre- 
viously. That was a remarkable
